Police are guarding the State bank of 
Kenosha, Wis., which was suddenly closed 
Saturday. The president of the institu : 
tiori has not heen seen in that city for a 
week, and a ecnndnl is threatened among 
stale' officials because of the alleged lax 
methods in supervising the runing of tbo 
institution. 

Another financial concern at Salem, Wis., 
run by the samejndiiagement r iB_ expected 
to feci the same mysterious influence which 
Fhut'up its cuter company. 

Fred S. Komp. formerly n La Salle street 
Chicago, broker, ib the head of the bank,- 
and lie is much sought after by tbe hun- 
dreds of poor people who bad intrusted 
their Bavings to bim. At the place where 
Kimp formerly lived in Chicago it was 
said be had not been there for some time. 

State Bank Examiner, M. C, Berg, of 
Madison Wis., closed tbe concern Satur- 
day without any warning having been giv- 
en lo the depositors. "When it became 
noised abroad that Komp had fled, leaving 
a financial tangle many of the laboring 
class who bad put their all in the institu- 
tion gathered in ihe streets, and ib rents 
of tearing down tbe building and taking 
what nionoy was on hand were heard. 
The constabulary promptly placed n strong 
guard about tbo structure to prevent such 
action. 

1 n vest i (ration showed that Komp had 
capitalized bis venture for 825,000, but 
not one cenl of Ibis amount baa been paid 
in to the State Treasurer. It is said there 
can 1*0 no .protection for depositors "froni 
Ibis source.

Structural Iron Workers nnd Mann-, 
facturers Benin Their Ilattlo May 1. 

From coast to coast war will be waged 
Against tho Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers' Union by tho recently formed 
National Association of Manufacturers 
of Structural Iron Work. 

The i struggle is to begin on May' 1. 
The union Is willing to make a standard 
wage scale and cease imposing alleged 
onerous conditions on the employers. The 
conflict - will affect more than 400,000 
workers In tho building Industry and 
practically every ateet and- Iron manufac- 
turer of tho country. Notices, of tht 
coming war have been sent out Informal- 
ly In various cities, . Conferences have 
been called by 'both parties, and all are 
preparing for tlio struggle. No attempt 
has been made to prevent It, 

Tho strife - hi Chicago threatens to 
come to a focus long before tho appoint- 
ed date. The union wants n wage ecale 
of CO cents an hour, or $4.80 n day. The 
employers, nil members of tho Iron 
League, ore willing to grant $4.40 a dny. 
The union wants the right io order out 
It's members whenever tho national or- 
ganization sees fit. This has been refus- 
ed on the. ground that such would bo a 
sympathetic strike. Tha union asserts 
the United States Steel Corporation Is 
supporting the movement agalnet It. 

By tho shutting down of tbo textile 
mills at Lowell, 20,000 employes arc oat 
of work, which was caused by the union 
members demanding a 10 per cent In- 
crease. The majority of the workers are 
women and girls. Strike lenders say 
they will put up a strong fight to tho end. 
If the mills remain closed mora than 
two weeks there will be great suffering.

At BufTalo, N. X, Tuesday. Judge 
Murpliy hnnded down his findings In the 
Burdlck inquest and declared that the 
Identity of the murderer, had not been 
proved. Tho statement Is an exhaustive 
^review of the evidence brought out, dur- 
ing tbo inquest. Special attention Is. giv- 
en to tbe letters exchanged between. Ar- 
thur R. Pen noil and Mrs. Burdlck, par- 
ticularly tbe ono containing a threat 
egainst Burdick's life. Concerning these 
tho Judge anys: 

"Altogether, these facts would, In my 
opinion, constitute just ground*of suspi-

Secretary or Agriculture Wilson Is 
planning to make farmers of all. public 
school children' In the United States, or 
at least to instruct them in the elements 
of plant. life. There is a rcorcity of 
Eclentlllc farmers In the country, and as 
It requires years to train them thorough- 
ly the Secretary of Agriculture has 
adopted n practical plan of Interesting 
the public school children of both sexes 
in thin great work. 

/'The science ~of agriculture is so 
broad," enthusiastically exclaimed the 
Secretary, "that it Is impossible to teach 
practical and scientific farming, in the 
four years 1 training- wo are giving many 
of our bright young inen.

With them, however, the tlmo was not associated 
with the death and resurrection of Clirlst,..but with the scnBon of the 
year when the earth puts forth Us freBhost blossoms and'lhe revivifi- 
cation of nature— the springing forth of life Jn the spring. 
& It is from this that the Easter egg custom springs, and centuries ago, even 
bkore the birth of Christ, colored eggs were given and received by celebrants 
£ot£tho feast The age for all time has ucen regarded ns symbolical of the 
iC, when the earth receives from nature its new life. Not only the 
■n't Hebrews, but the ancient Persians, employed the colored eggs In 
celebraUonsGjU£tA.^CA3±j)f.the solar new year, In March., 

rrth'ttt'tile Anglo-Saxon name of April was Estermonath Induces 
evo that Easter is of pure Saxon origin, but Germany, where the 
/month 13 called Ostcrmoimth, seems to hnvo a prior claim upon the word. 

With the Hebrews the festival waii called Pasch, and the name still 

(lire*, with slight alterations, among many nations. Tim French call tho 

fwtival Paques;.the Dutch term It Pnschen, the Danes raaske, and tha 

Swedes Task. In the early days of Christianity tho influence of the Jewish. 

Puch upon tha holy day commemorating tho Blaying of Christ and -His 

wmirrectlon was such that It created many bitter dissensions- between the 

^Western and Eastern churches. Finally tho discussions assumed eucb a 

threatening aspect that Polycrates, Bishop of Ephosufl, appealed to Victor, 

1 Bishop of Rome, oaklng for a general council to decide the much-vexed 

-qttMtion. .-- 

Accordingly, councils met In oil the countries, as. well as at Home, but, 

i«lu, for vlBlons of harmony, they could not agree. They finally decided to 

|r«ognb:e the doy aa their rospeetlvo fathers before them had done, and no 

I Met should censure the other for a difference of opinion. * 

-' Many warm and oven bitter discussions still continued on the subject of 

Easter celebrations, and it finally led to the great Emperor, Const an tine, in 

1828, Issuing an order for the dispute to be settled by the Council of Nice. It 

wu the momentous theme of the day. In obedience to royal command, 818 

biihopa and some 2,000 Inferior clerics assembled at Nice In BlthynJa. 

The first sessions met In tho church, and as the council continued Its work 
.' the place of meeting was transferred to tho Imperial palaco, where special 
apartments wero reserved for this august body, The main trouble waa be- 
'twefln the Jewish Christiana and the Centilo Christians. 

On the fourteenth day of tho first lunar month tho Jews observed with 
iftll the solemnity and regard for the Moealc law the Feast. of tho Passover; 
tthui they celebrated tho death of Christ aa represented by the Paschal 
I Lamb, The first Sabbath after the fourteenth day of tho March moon the 
Gentile Christians celebrated with joyous religious services tho resurrec- 
tion of Christ Neither sect would recognize tho other's festive day, and tho 
- Council of Nice was greatly perplexed how best to^plense all parties. 

After continuing their debates, pro and con, for several mouths, tho eccle- 
siastical dignitaries announced that tho bitterly waged war of dispute was 
settled. Easter Day waa for all time to bo the first Snbbnlh immediately 
following the fourtcepth day of tho March moon. By this arrangement the 
world may celebrate Easter, Justly called tho "Queen of Festivals," as early 
. .«• March 22, and. again it may not nrrlre until April 25, when nearly the 
^snUrer. earth is fragrant with spring buds and blossoms, 

^ Tho word Easterns derived from a Pagan goddess of the early Teutons 
<aaied Osters, Tha .German word for Easter is Ostcrn, but somo philologists 
meliitaln that both the German and English words come from the ancient 
flubn^wordpster, or Osten, meaning "rising." Ostero, the German goddess, 
WM'credltcdKW-Ith being the person ideation of tho morning, and of,the East, 
*nd ala&^df the opening year. 

psTera'waa worshiped very generally in northern Germany, and It la 
believed that the fame of the goddess spread to England, where tho Saxons 
Joined In worshiping her. TJnlll tho beginning of the present century court 
wka paid to 'Ostero. by the kindling of great bonfires and In other ways, and 
•eren to-day In some of the remote districts where many superstitious .beliefs 
are treasured by tho peasantry tho fame of Ostcrn still Uvea.

Scriptures, Till hough comment* 
tors say Hint "the lilies of the field" 
spoken" of by Jesus in the rermonon tha 
mouuT were tho red anemones, with 
whlch'nll (ho bills of Galilee nra dotted 
in the spring. In heathen Aalnthe whit* 
lily was ithe cmblem$of purity.., TbJ 
Greeks had a myth Hint It sprang. from 
the milk of Hera, qneeii of the gods,; with 
whom the Itofrian Juno was afterward 
Identified. Tho Greeks alco held the 111/ 
to be tho highest typo of purity. In tbl 
early centuries of the Christian era thi 
now religion made this Idea a little more 
snbllmo, nnd the Illy became tho symbol 
of heavenly purity. Thus tho Illy is nt> 
tlngly associated with the Easter cere- 
monies. — Pittsburg Dispatch.

STRIKE TO AFFECT 400,000 MEN. 

Btrnctuml Iron Workers nmi Mann- 
fneturem Benin Their llnttla Maj- 1. 

From coast to const war will be waged 
against the- Bridge nnd Structural Iron 
Workers' Union by the recently formed 
National Association of Manufacturers 
of Structural Iron* Work, • 

Tho, struggle Is, to begin on May L 
The union is willing to mnko a standnrd 
wage scalo and ccaso imposing alleged 
onerous conditions on the employers. The 
conflict will affect more than 400,000 
workers la tho building Industry ond 
prnclieally every steel nnd Iron manufac- 
turer of tho country. Notices of the 
coming wnr have been sent out Informal- 
ly In various cities. Conferences bnve 
been called by both parties, and all ore 
preparing for the struggle. No attempt 
has been made to prevent it. 

The strife la Chicago threatens to 
come to a focus long before the appoint- 
ed date. The union wants a wage ccale 
of 00 cents nn hour, or $4.S0 n day. Th« 
employers, nil members of the Iron 
League, are willing to grant $4.40 a. day. 
The union wants the right \o order out 
Its members whenever tho national or- 
ganization sees fit. This has been refus- 
ed on, the ground that such would bo a 
sympathetic strike. The union asserts 
the United States Steel Corporation Is 
supporting the movement against it. 

By tho" shutting down of the textile 
mills nt Lowell, 20,000 employes are .out 
of work, which wna caused by the union 
members demanding a 10 per cent In- 
crease. The majority of the workers or* 
women nnd girls. Strike lenders say 
they will put up a strong Dght to the end, 
If the mills remain closed more thou 
two weeks there will be great suffering.

Murphy handed down his findings In ths 
Burdlck Inquest and* declared that the 
identity of the murderer had not been 
proved.

As early na 8 o'clock a crowd began 
to gnther at tho White Housoto wltnca 
the President's departure. Aa he enter 
ed his carriage to drive to the Btation 
tho men made the historic grounda echo 
with cheers, while women waved theb 
handkerchiefs and many of tkcm tkcll 
hats. 

Precautions for Ilia Safety. 

The Pennsylvania station and plat- 
forms wcro crowded with people auxloui 
to extend to the chief magistrate- Ihcll 
good wishes for a safe and successful 
Journey.. Notable precautions were tak- 
en to insure the safety of the President, 
The polic'o arrnngemcuta were under thi 
personal supervision of Commlsslouei 
West nnd Chief Sylvester. Uniformed 
officers, headquarters detectives, plain- 
clothes men and secret service opera tlvel 
surrounded tbc President and covered 
every point. 

Aa President Roosevelt alighted from 
his carriage he was joined by Secretary 
Hitchcock and they walked down tho 
station platform arm in arm, the Presi- 
dent stopping now and then to greet per- 
sonal friends, lie was attired iu a black 
cutaway coat, dark striped trousers and 
wore n black felt hat. He was In the 
best of [pints and chatted enthusiastical- 
ly to friends of the trip on which ho was 
'about to start. 

The most notable Incident connected 
with tho President's departure arose out 
of tho presence at the station of Baron 
Speck von Stcruburg, the German min- 
ister. Ho was tile only member of the 
diplomatic corps who went to tho depot 
to sec tho Prcfldetit off and the Presi- 
dent greeted him most cordially, telling 
him that ha greatly appreciated the cour- 
tesy. 

1 Cabinet Members nt Station. 

No, member of the President's- imme- 
diate '• family, except bis sister, Mrs. 
Cowles, was at tho station, 'Mr*. Kooso- 
vclt ond tlio young children being down 
tho Chesnpenko bay* on tho Mnyllowei 
and' Miss Alice being in PbrWRIco* Bey- 
era) members of tho cabinet, Including 
Secretaries Cortelyou, Wilson and Hltcb- 
,cock, were present. The President and 
Secretary Cortelyou chatted several mln- 
utci\ tho President expressing hla regret 
thnt the Secrctnry was not to accompany 
htm. Other members of the cabinet had 
taken their formal leave of tho President 
at tho White House. Among other no- 
table people who were nt tho stall on to 
see the President depart were Assist- 
ant Secrctnry of Stnte Laomli, CoL 
Theodore A. Qinghnm nnd Capt W, IJ- 
Cowles, respectively tho President's mili- 
tary nnd naval aids; Second Assistant 
Postmaster General Bhallenberger and 
District ComniisslouerWcBt. 

In addition to those officially designat- 
ed as membera of the President's party 
three secret service men nnd "two post; 
office inapectora accompanied, tbe Presi- 
dent si a personal bodyguard. The jour- 
ney as planned will occupy" nine weeks 
and three days and tho party will travel 
a little more than 14,000 miles.

Secretary Wilson Anxious to Mnke 
■ FuriuerM «f All Child rcn. 

Secretary of. Anircufturo Wilson 'Is 
planning to make fanners,. uf nil public 
school children in the United States, or 
at least to lustruct them th the elements 
of plant life' There lufa £cnrclty»"6f 
scientific farmers in the country, and as 
it requires years to train them thorough-' 
ly the Secretary of ■■' Agriculture .lias 
adopted a practical p!au A pf interesting 
tbc public school children' 'of both scxea 
la this great work. 

"Tbo science of agriculture Is so 
broad," entliiiHlnstJcally csclaimcd the 
Secretory, "thnt It is impossible to teach 
practical nud scientific farming In the 
four yen re' training we nrc giving many 
of our bright young men. 

"Therefore', the element of plant life 
should bo taught to children nlong, with 
the other lessons. They should bo in- 
structed bow to grnft, advised as to tbe 
proportion of the soil, taught tho ele- 
ments of germination and tho Importance 
of mots tit re "in the. soil, the reasons why 
tbo soil should contain moisture, nnd be 
told why tho toil should, be, worked when 
crops aro growing. 

"Thoso are simple nnd Interesting innt- 
tera nnd can be comprehended by chil- 
dren. Tnnchera in normal schools r.nd 
pupils in these schools uliould be given 
Instructions nnd practical experience on 
these points bo as to enable them to im- 
part this knowledge when tbey tako 
charge of clttfiseB In our public educa- 
tional Institutions." 

Tbo public school teachers should, 
when porslble, according to tbo Secre- 
tary, liiBtruct their pupils w |ien tbo 
teachers are correctly informed. They 
should encourage children to tako plauta, 
roots, flowers, mid bugs to school for tbo 
purpose, of studying them

A Country of Ono Town. 

"When tho Crown Prince of Slam 
was in America most of us realized 
how little wo know of the only pro- 
gressive. Oriental state which remains 
independent, of all European govern- 
ments. One of the oddest things about 
the country is that for nil Its size nnd 
wcallbVand ; large. population, It la. a 
icountry'of ono ■ . town. Bangkok Is 
ovefythlng.iVjSiijm: The authbr of 
I'Smmin th , o :j !Pwc'ntleth Century" says 
that Bangkok is so Europeanlzcd that 
It does not fairly represent Slam as a 
whole, but Slum .without Bangkok 
would be worse off' relatively than 
France without Paris. - 

Bangkok Is tbo seat of a very cen- 
tralized system of government and 
administration. It. contains tho only 
permanent residence of the king, and 
all officers, and nobles, except a few 
provincial officers, have their work nnd 
their dwellings , Jn tho capital. It la 
here, too, that they tnko all their 
pleasures, for tho SInmcso know noth- 
ing like tho country life that the Anglo- 
k Snxons love. If tho. Bangkok gentle- 
man, owns - estates in . tho Interior he 
iocs riot 11 vo on them. 

To thb European, Bangkok Is all 
Slam. Iloro ho. meets: all the foreign- 
ers in the "country, " all officials of for- 
eign governments and the mercantile 
community.' 

. Apart. froni this unique tmportnnco 
which Bangkok holds In Slam, It la 
one of the moat Interesting of the great 
clttes.'of- tiio East, Tokyo and Kyoto 
have finer work s or art Pckln strikes 
■the- political imagination more forci- 
bly. Shanghai shows evidences of lis 
enormous " commercial Importance, and 
Hongkong .and Singnporo appeal to 
■pritons aa outposts of their empire. 
But. none of these towns claims, such 
variety of Interests ns Bangkok. 

None presents in such close Juxtapo- 
sition a thriving European community 
sldo by side with an Oriental court 
which still keeps up tbo formalities of 
bygone centuries; none such a quaint 
mixture of tlio ancient and modern. 
of tho grotesquo and thb commonplace, 
of material. comfortvhnd squalid bar- 
barism; nowhere else nro to bo seen 
such diversities of life and nationality.

In the Senate Wednesday the Parker 
resolution calling Tor an investigation of 
Attorney General Ilnmlln's oineo wt-s 
killed by a vote of 27 to. 2, Parker nnd 
Fowler voting in the negative. Senator 
Kerry's bill to .alwlish fifty-seven trus- 
tees of State charitable Institutions nud 
to create a State board, of control was 
killed on Berry's own motion. Senator 
Luiidlicrg's bill to euablo the Chicago 
park commissioners to connect Lincoln 
and Jackson parks by constructing n 
boulevard over submerged lako front 
lands was read a third time and passed. 
In -the House the Chicago city charter. 
resolution of Wllkcrson wns deferred for 
two week?. It Is believed litis blli is now 
practically dead, no gre'nt is the opposi- 
tion. The judicial apportionment bill, 
n partisan Republican .measure, wns kill- 
ed in the House by n rote of 101 to 31. 
The valued policy bill, which mnkea itn 
appearance- at every session of the Leg- 
islature, was practically. killed In tho Sen- 
ate committee on Insurance to-dny, when 
It wns referred to the subcommittee to 
report at a later date. 

The Deady prize-fighting bill was fient 
to third reading under the gnvel Thurs- 
day, although several mem hers of the 
House expressed the opinion that Speak- 
er Miller wns justified ou n viva voce 
vote hi refusing to table a motion of 
Representative Stewart, of Chicago, to 
poBtpmic action ou the measure indefinite- 
ly. The Mueller street railway bill was 
recalled, amended so as to make more 
explicit the twenty-yeur limitation fen- 
ture and then advanced to third' rending 
for the second time, Tito Ttcc uniform 
flehool text-book bill was advanced to 
third rending after n heated debate. Tho 
bill applies to counties outside of Cook. 
Ou motion of Representative Church the 
bill was .so amended ns to eliminate the 
requirement that the text-books adopted 
be equal In quality of matter, material, 
binding and mechanical execution to cer- 
tain books named In the bill. Represent- 
ative' Hlnes sought, to offer his own bill aa 
a substitute fortl"; T-tce bill, but the sub- 
itititte vraa voted ' down. Several other 
amendments were beaten nnd tho hill wns 
advanced. The House without debate 
passed the convict labor bill by n vote 
of 130 to 0. The bill doe's- away with 
private contract prison labor, provides 
for n commission of prison industries, 
compels the State to observe the eight* 
hour day nnd to purchase Its supplies 
of Stnte prisons nt practically current 
pricea in the open market The Mont- 
gomery gome bill was passed by a vote 
of 108 to 33.

Senator Gardner was the only member 
of the upper house who wa3 present at 
the session Friday morning. He catted 
the Senate to order, approved the jour- 
nal of the previous day nnd ndjourned 
tlio Senate until the next Wednesday 
i Horning nt 10 o'clock. Although the 
House Incked n quorum, tho Bnndy bill 
was called up under n suspension of the 
rules. Several Cook County members 
objected when Mr. Btiitdy asked unani- 
mous consent to cull up the mensure, but 
It wns read after the rules had been 
suspended with the assistance of the 
Speaker's gavel.

With them, however, the time was not associated 
With the death and resurrection of Christ, hut with the season of tho 
year when the earth puts forth Its freshest blossoms and the revivifi- 
cation of nature— the springing forth of life In the spring. 
It is from this that the faster egg custom springs, and centuries ngo. even 
'fcsforo the birth of Christ, colored eggs wcro given and received by celebrants 
,«T ton feast The egg for all time has been regarded as symbolical of the 
Itrprtng. when the earth receives from naturo Its new. life. ,Not only the 
'ancient Hebrews, but tho ancient Persians, employed the colored eggs In 
itfcthr celebrations of tho feaat of the solar now year, In March.

Many warm and even bitter discussions still continued on the subject of 
Bute? celebrations, and it finally led to the great Emperor, Constantlne, In 
'%£&, issuing an order for the dispute to ba settled by the Council of Nice. It 
was the momentous theme of the day. In obedience to royal command, 818 
Mibops and some 2,000 Inferior clerics assembled at NIco in Blthynia. 

The first sessions met In tho church, and as the council continued Its work 
th« placo of meeting was transferred to the lroperinl palace, whore special 
apartments wero reserved for this august body. The main troublo was be- 
itweea the Jewish Christiana and the Gentile Christians. 

On the fourteenth day of the first lunar month tho Jews observed with 
iD the solemnity and regard for the Mosaic law the Feast of the Passover j 
ibnt they celebrated the death of Christ as represented by tho" Paschal 
l*mbv The first Sabbath after tho fourteenth day of tho March moon the 
Gentile Christians celebrated with Joyous religious services tho resurxec- 
tjos of Christ. Neither sect would recognize tho other's festive day, nnd the 
(Oonncll of Nice was greatly perplexed how best to please all parties. 

After continuing their debates, pro and con, for Bcvernl months, tho cccle- 

awstlcaJ 'dignitaries announced Ibot the bitterly waged war of dispute was 

Mttle'd. Easter Day was for nil time to be the first Sabbath Immediately 

" 'foBowlng the fourteenth day of the March moon. By this nrrnngement tho 

• world may celebrate Easter, Justly called the 'IQueen of Festivals," as early 

u March 22, nnd again It may not arrive until April 23, when nearly the 

■ antlre earth Is fragrant with spring buds and blossoms. 

.The word Eaator la derived from a Pagan goddess of the early Teutons 
sailed Ostera. Tho German word for Easter is Ostem, but some philologists 
maintain that both tho German and English words conic from the ancient 
Saxon word Oster. or Osten, meaning "rising." Ostera, the German goddess, 
wis credited with being the personification of tho morning, and of the East, 

' and alBO of the opening year. 

Ostora was worshlpod very generally In northern Germany, and It Js 
tkettered that the fame of tho goddess spread to England, where tho Saxons 
/Joined In worshiping her. Until the beginning of the present century court 
was paid to Ostera by tho kindling of great bonfires and In other ways, and 
arren to-day In some of tho remote districts where many superstitious beliefs 
art treasured by tho peasantry tho fame of Ostera still lives.

Lowell, Mass., all tho mills belong- 
ing to the seven grent cotton ' mamifnctnr- 
lug corporatlous, with tho cxceptlon*,o£.

17,000 employes, drawing an aggregate 1 
In wages. of $0,000,000 yearly, aro walk-, 
lng tho streets In idleness. What this;' 
will mean to business, should the iulc- 
nesa lQ3t for only a few weeks, Is -pat- 
ent on Its' facci-what.it may mean, 
should the Idleness bo prolonged for a 
few months, as now »cems not unlikely, 
con only bo conjectured. 

The trouble had Its start In a demand 
for n 10 per cent Increase In w;ages mndo 
by the Textllo Council, which Is a central 
body in which the different unions in the 
textile business are represented. Tho 
unions wlioec delegates participated , In 
the demand were tbo mulo spinners, 
loom fixers, .beamerfl, weavers, carders 
nnd nnppers, having an estimated mem- 
bership nt tho time the domnnd was 
mode of oilly 3,000. '. They had, how- 
ever, the sympathy of the other opera- 
tives and during tbo last thr'co weeks 
tho latter to tlio extent of perhaps 00 
per cent havo joined the different unions 
of tticir trades. 

The demand for 10 per cent Increase in 
wages wns formulated by tbo Textile* 
Council on' March 1 and was immedi- 
ately submitted to tbo agents. Tho lat- 
ter took two weeks to answer It ■ mid 
then refused the request, Tho Textllo 
Council next askbd for a conference, nnd 
although the conference was hold the 
result was barren, as the agents refused 
to grant tho increase. A little later the 
Textile Council ordered a strike, to go 
Into effect unless the Increase was grant- 
ed. Immediately tho agents posted no- 
tices, shutting down the mills, except In 
a couple of departments, where tho em- 
ployes had no grievances as to wages. 

Efforts by the State Board- of Arbi- 
tration to effect, a settlement were mado 
but proved futile, as tho agents declined 
to arbitrnto the question of wages, al- 
though they- expressed a willingness to 
havo their position investigated.' 

The corporations affected aro the Mor- 
rlmac, with a capitalization of $2,7G0,- 
000 and 3,100 employes; tho Hamilton,, 
capitalization' $1,800,000, employes 2,10Of 
tho Appleton, capitalization $400,000, 
employes OTfJ; tbo Fremont and Suffolk, 
capital ?2,000,000,. employes 3,800; tho 
Lawrence, capitalization $1,250,000, -em- 
ployes 3,500; the Booth, capitalization 
$1,200,000, employes 3,500, nnd the. Mas- 
sachusetts, capitalization $1,800,000, em- 
ployes 2,200. 

Theso seven corporations linve n com- 
bined capital v of $11,200,000, operate S38,- 
000 spindles, employ 17,17G hands end 
pay out weekly $128,000.

Close Until n Now Deal la Made. 
All of the window glass plants In the 
country outside of those owned by the 
American Wludow Glass Company will 
close, and fully ltf.OOO.men will be 
thrown out of employment* J . This decis- 
ion was reached nftcr tho "Window Class 
Jobbers' Association had received the 
approval of 75 per cent of tlio outside. 
wludow glass makers. It Is stated that 
the immense stocks of glass la' the. hands 
of Jobbers, and. manufacturers,' tbo re- 
fusal of Jobbers and consumers to buy 
for fear of complete demoralization of 
the trade and timidity over the prospect 
of ( low-priced machine-made glass forced 
the manufacturers to the closing meas- 
ure.
